program for the imporvement of 
its passenger 
equipment, 
the 


Pennsylvania Railroad, at a cost 
of approximately 53,500,000, will 
air-condition, renovate and com- 
pletely modernize 100 additional 
passenger coaches. The order will 
be carried out at the railroad'* 
Altoona 
Works, in central Penn- 


sylvania, and will be completed in 
time to make the modernized cars 
available for use in the 
summer 


of 1942. The first of the deliver- 
ies have been scheduled for about 
the middle of April. 


With these cars in service, the 


Pennsylvania Railroad will have 
a total of 643 completely modern 
passenger-carrying cars, not only 
air conditioned, but provided with 
the most recent types of seating 
equipment and 
other 
appoint- 


ments. It also has 498 other pas- 
senger-carrying cars which have 
been improved with air 
condit- 


ioning. In addition, 1,021 ah- con- 
ditioned 
Pullman cars operate 


over the Pennsylvania Railroad's 
lines. The total air-conditioned 
fleet available for next summer's 
service will 
approximate' 2,162' 


units. 


Fifty of the hundred additional 


cars to be modernized 
will be 


adapted to the long-distance ser- 
vice, and will be equipped with 
reversible and adustable reclining 
seats and spacious luggage com- 
partments for the 
storage 
of 


heavy and bulky baggage on ex- 
tended journeys. The cars will 
have a seating capacity of 
68 


each. Ten other cars will be of 
the combined passenger-baggage 
type, with similar reversible seats 
for 36 in the passenger compart- 
metn. They will also be used 
in 


the long-distance trains. Both the 
full length and combination cars 
will be streamlined. 


For use in the high-speed elec- 


trified service between New York. 
Philadelphia, 
Baltimore 
and 


Washington, 30 cars will be equip- 
ped with restful high back softly 
rubber-cushioned reversible seats 
for 80 passengers each, while 10 
will be combined passenger-bag- 
gage cars with 
similar 
seating 


accommodations for 40 pesseng- 
ers. 


All of the cars to be renovated 


and modernized will be equipped 
with tight-lock couplers and rub- 
ber draft gears for smooth start- 
ing and stopping, wide windows 
of double glass for unobstructed 
vision and insulation against heat 
and cold, and the newest types of 
cast-steel side frame trucks, pro- 
vided with roller bearings, in ac-

"Publishers of newspapers in America's smaller 


cities, confronted with the constantly climbing cost of 
'getting out the paper.' will doubtless derive 
comfort 


from the assertion of John A. Garber. instructor in ad- 
vertising at the University of Pittsburgh, that depart- 
ment stores do not take kindly to radio advertising." 
says an exchange in a very interesting editorial on the 
subject which follows: 


Evidently John and Mary Customer have, through 


their pocketbooks, spoken to settle the issue between 
the printed "daily" which is thrown on the front porch 
by a carrier, and the less tangible "newspaper of the 
air" which is delivered, via the radio receiving set. into 
the living room. For enterprising broadcasting stations 
have attempted to evolve a paperless paper, complete 
with up-to-the-minute news. 


"Why, 
then, are department stores, usually generous 


with newspaper space, chary when it comes to radio 
advertising? It cannot be a question of circulation, 
since radio claims millions of listeners. Perhaps it is 
these listeners who are responsible. For the average de- 
partment-store advertisement lists scores of items. List- 
ening, however intently, to a verbal description of these 
would be like 'window shopping' in a swiftly moving 
motor car. 


"Moreover, newspapers, through news and editorial 


policies that become matters of record, acquire a defi- 
nite character which attaches itself to newspaper ad- 
vertising. If the character of the paper commands re- 
spect, the value of its advertising is enhanced. Some 
newspapers 
go further, 
demanding that advertising 


which appears in them conform to high standards of 
integrity. 


"The 'newspaper of the air' is not yet so well in- 


tegrated. Many different sponsors produce independent 
programs; responsibility seems diffused. In fact, those 
two mediums of advertising are not so completely com- 
petitive as they are complimentary. When you want to 
know what's 'on the air' tonight, where do you look? 
In the paper."

. R. L., San Mateo, Calif.— The 


narrow margin on the House 


vote on revision of the Neutrality 


bill to allow IT. S. ships to go into 
ports of warring countries (212 to 
194) isn't considered here as any 
indication of disunity in the coun- 
try. The non-interventionists, for 
example, have been claiming that 
80 per cent of the people are 
against war or any steps that 
might lead to war. If this is such 
a step, as they argued, the almost 
50-50 vote in the House would be 
far off. An overwhelming vote, 
say 80-20, or 70-30 vote against 
the Administration foreign policy, 
would be a much greater indica- 
tion of disunity. As I have ex- 
plained before, there were many 
factors entering into the narrow- 
ness of this margin. In reality, 
however, it pretty much is follow- 
ing the pattern ot Congressional 
votes on h i g h l y controversial 
questions ever since the first Con- 
gress assembled—they nearly al- 
ways are close. The important 
thing is that with few exceptions, 
like the Prohibition amendment, 
the people always have gone pret- 
ty much all out in backing the 
laws of the land, no matter if they 
passed only by a single vote.

Chain of Missions 
JN tribute to courage and per- 


sistence of the Spanish mis- 


sionaries v.-iio brought religion to 


: tne 
Indians 
of 
the 
American 


: southwest, stands a 600-mile-long 


chain of missions. 


Some are crumbling, some are 


in good repair, but all 37 in upper 
and lower California are constant 
reminders of the struggle the mis- 
sionaries encountered with arid 
lands and hostile Indians. 


One of the oldest of those in up- 


per California is the mission San 
Francisco de Asis, pictured on the 
stamp above issued by Ecuador in 
•1939 to honor the Golden Gate In- 
ternation Exposition. 


The structure, begun in 1782, is 


on 16th and Dolores avenues in 
San Francisco and from its loca- 
tion comes its more popular name 
of Mission Dolores. An earlier 
church was founded on the same 
site in 1776, but was later de- 
stroyed. 


Under the control of missions 


the Indians learned to practice ag- 
riculture, tanning, weaving, and 
many other arts of civilization un- 


1 known to the natives. They pro- 
duced wheat, oranges, leather, 
cloth, soap, some furniture and 
'ironware, and a little wine and
